§ 59. REGULAR VERBS. 

There are two conjugations of Regular Verbs, called 
(as the declension of substantives) Old and New. 

§ 60. The Old contains all root verbs. The New, 
all derived verbs. 

§ 61. The old conjagation is sometiincs regarded as irregular, and the 
verbs in it called the irregalar verbs. For this reason, and because the 
new conjugation is of far more frequent occurrence, it is here placed first ; 
though, properlj speaking, the old should be so placed. 
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§ 62. The new conj^jgation forms its imperfect 
by changing en into et or U (English ed) ; 

Its past participle, by changing en into et or t 
(English ed), and prefixing the augment ge; as: — 
Io6»cn. Imperf. Io6»te. Past Part, gelobst.

§ 63. The old, or second conjugation, forms its 
imperfect by dropping the termination en, and
